WOULD NEED $1,000,000 








Freight Boat Lines From New 
Orleans and Kansas City to 
St. Louis Is Aim. 


A new style of river boat, designed 
by W. K. Kavanaugh, president of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterway Asso- 
Clation, is believed by rtver-traffic ad- 
vocates to make possible an extensive 
competition between the river and the 
railroads. 

A conference for which the Business 
Men's League will stand sponsor will be 
called in a few days to discuss the 
financing a freight boat line between St. 
Louis and New Orleans and co-operat- 
ying with Kansas City in the equipment 
of a line between St. Louis and that 
city. It is desired to obtain $1,000,000, 
perhaps $2,000.000, for this purpose. 

James E. Smith, president of the Busi- 
ness Mens League; William F. Saun- 
ders, secretary of the league; Mr. Kava- 
naugh and P. W. Coyle, commissioner 
of the league's freight bureau, are work- 
ing on the project. 

Mr. Kavanaugh’s boat is designed to 
carry heavy loads with a light draft, 
and is suitable for navigation in eight 
feet of water. The proposed boat lines 
are an outgrowth of the 14-feet-through- 
the-valley movement, the design being 
to utilize to the fullest extent the water 
now available until the deep channel 
shall have been obtained. 


Kanusas City Sets Pace. 


“Kansas City.hag set us a pace that 
St. Louis cannot afford to fall behind 
in,’ said Mr. Kavanagh to a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch Tuesday. ‘‘They 
will raise $1,000,000 easily in that live 
town for the building ef a river freight 
line. 

“Two men, Col. W. R. Nelson and 
Walter S. Dickey, arose at their meet- 
ing and each subscribed $50,000 before 
there was any talk of subscription pa- 
pers. They are live ones out there. 
St. Louis merchants and bankers should 
raise from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 to carry 
the trade on the Mississippi. 

“This movement should be started by 
the Business Men's League, and all the 
other St. Louis commercial and boost- 
ing organizations should be invited to 
participate in it. St. Louis will then 
get an impetus that will cause real es- 
tate values to jump and business to 
look up in all lines. 

“After we get the thing started the 
proper committees should be formed to 
ceneult with attorneys, to make out 
incorporation papers, to distribute sub- 
scription blanks and consult the people 
who are experts in the boat business. 
Then the boats can be built and the 
business of transporting the wealth of 
the Mississippi Valley to tidewater can 
be begun and we can enter into com- 
petition with Germany for the trade of 
Mexico and South and Central America. 
What it means to every citizen of St. 
Louis is incalculable. 

Fire-Proof, Non-Sinkable Packets, 


“Heavy, siow freight, such as grain, 
hay and coal] can be loaded on barges 
and shipped south in strings of barges 
to be dropped off ar Memphis, Helena, 
Natchez, Greenville, Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans. Lighter time freight that 
is shipped to the various landings along 
the river can be taken by steel packets 
of a new type which have been designed 
to carry large loads at all stages of wa- 
ter safely, as they wil) be non-sinkable 
and fireproof. 

“Another feature that has been espec- 
ially looked after-in designing the barges 
and packets is the elimination of that 
pest, the negro roustabout, by a new 
system of loading and unloading. 

“But one of the greatest advantages 
in a barge line to New Orleans will be 
the facility with which the products of 
our trade neighbors can be brought to 
St. Louis, coffee, rice, salt and lumber. 
We will send our coal into the South in 
competition with the Ohio River, and in 
five or ten years we'll be sending coa! 
to Pittsburg, inconsistent as that may 
sound. 

“Kighty-five per cent of all the 
products raised in tuis country come 
frem the Mississippi Valley, and they 
must and will have the cheapest trans- 
portation, and that is by water.”’

Only two 
were willing to be quoted as indorsing 
Mrs. Ingalls’ position. The others asked 
to be excused from expressing their 
opinions, or declared that they had 
reached no definite opinion. 

Mrs, Moore Not For Prohibition. 


Mrs. Philip N. Moore, president of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs, 
said: 

“TJ believe that the attitude of club- 
women, and of women generally, is in 
favor of temperance, and of all wise 
measures for the lessening of intemper- 
ance. But I do not believe the ma- 
jority of women will be found to favor 
prohibition. It is not likely that the 
women’s clubs will take any official ac- 
tion on thjs question. Those who favor 
prohibition’ are free to promote it 
through such bodies as the W. C. T. U. 

“T am certainly not a believer in pro- 
hibition. I regard it as an experiment 
which it would be highly unwise for this 
State to try.’’ 

Mrs. John Green, chairman of the cur- 
rent topics section of the Wednesday 
Club, said: 

“T eannot believe prohibition will pro- 
hibit, and I think it unwise to enact 
a law that will give zest to the oppor- 
tunity of breaking it. I think a ma- 
jority of clubwomen hold the same po- 
sition. At a debate on this topic last 
year in the current topics section, the 
preponderance of opinion was against 
prohibition.” 


Impracticable, Says Mra. Shields. 


Mrs. George H. Shields said: “I do 
not believe a majority of thoughtful 
women will indorse prohibition. I deem 
it impracticable—very.”’ 

Mrs. Washington EK. Fischel said: ‘'! 
have no desire te attack Mrs. Ingalls’ 
position, as she does not assume, |! 
think, to represent others than members 
ef the W. C. T. U. But it would be 
unfortunate for the idea‘to become prev- 
alent that clubwomen al! favor prohi- 
bition. 

“My observation of the prohibition ex- 
periment, and of life generally, has con- 
vinced me that prohibition does not pro- 
hibit, and that laws designed to govern 
and control men’s habits are generally 
failures. Sentiment in favor of such 
legislation is lacking in St. Louis to a 
degree which would be certain to make 
it ineffective.” 


Miss Taussig Against Prohibition. 


Miss Charlotte Taussig, secretary of 
the Wednesday Club, declined to en- 
ter into a <(ictailed discussion of the 
question, but enid she was opposed to 
prohibition. 

Miss Mary Lionberger, who has just 
returned from a winter visit to the 
South, said: 

“The opinion of the people I met in 
prohibition states in the South was that 
the law was, in most ways, a. failure. 
Only here and there did I hear an oc 
casional defense of it, or an apology for 
the conditions which prevailed. Those 
conditions were, it was generally said, 
that drink was to be had by anyone who 
wanted it. $3

‘The reason of the situation is well summed up 


in his statement that the question should be left 
to the people to act upon through the initiative 
and referendum provision of the constitution, if 
they desire a vote, but that he would oppose the 
prohibition policy because he does not “believe 
it wise from the standpoint of sobriety and 
morality,” and because “it would greatly impair, 
if it did not destroy, an cnormous property value 
and would entail heavier tax burdens on other 
property.” 

It might be added that it would destroy all we 
have gained in the control and regulation of sa- 
doons and the liquor traffic; it would create an 
ideal situation for graft and vice promotion, and 
the mere submission of it at this time would 
result in a far worse depression of business for 
the next 18 months than that from which we 
have suffered for the past two years. 
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,Of course, Gov. Hadley would find men for 





the jobs if he would search the corner of Jeffer- 


gon and Olive. 
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THE TURKISH REVOLUTION. 

Not the least astonishing feature of the upheav- 
al in Turkey is the deliberate calm of the Young 
Turks party which is in control of the army. 
They disavow all intention of anything but to 
restore and uphold the Constitution and the free- 
dom of thought and speech it guarantees. 

Their conduct is at variance with the precon- 
ceived notions we have of Moslem fanaticism as it 
has been declared in Asia Minor, where massa- 
cres and rioting are in progress. These were so 
obviously instigated by the sinister old Abdul 
Hamid as to indicate that he has made his last 
stand. When everything else failed the Sultan 
has always been able to divert attention by hav- 
ing a few hundred Armenians slaughtered. 

In this case, however, only the world outside 
took particular notice. The forces of Union and 
Progress, confident in their strength and their 
cause, and apparently well aware that their suc- 
cess depends on their power to keep order, are 
marching on the capital, not to destroy but to 
protect it. - 

‘In the face of their assurances of patriotic pur- 
pose, there is no opportunity for the complica- 
tions which might come as the result of interven- 
tion. As in the revolution last July, the Young 
Turks’ party has no sanguinary purposes. It 
yielded much at that time and has since made 
other concessions in the interests of peace. 

Se long as this force which desires peace and 
order is so capable of attaining and preserving 
it, there is nothing for Europe, no matter what 
its ambitions, to do but let the Turks con- 
duct their own affairs. Certainly England and 
France will stand in the way of any aggressive 
action on the part of Russia or Austria and they 
will do nothing to help Abdul Hamid, whose de- 
thronement is small punishment for his lifetime 
of crime and deceit.

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ALDRICH REMEDIES. 

By substituting specific fer ad valorem duties, 
Senator Aldrich says undervalua‘ion will be pre 
vented and revenues consequently increased. 
Other changes that will affect the comparative 
revenues, according to his contention, are: (1) 
New definitions of dutiable value and new meth- 
ods in its proper ascertainment. (2) More effi- 
cient collection machinery. (3) «a provision for 
the creation of a customs court to insure uniform- 
ity of decisions in customs cases. 

Intimation that undervaluation is a matter of 
ordinary occurrence and deliberate policy accords 
with the practice of customs officials in viewing 


every importer as a rascal who imports goods 


with intent to beat the tariff law and defraud the 
Government. As a matter of fact there is very 
little smuggling, charges of undervaluation are in- 
frequent, usually the result of the Government 
appraisers’ vague knowledge of market values 
and always tremendously penalized. 

New definitions of dutiable value have been 
often made. Dutiable value is as old a question 
as ad valorem rates and it is doubtful if Senator 
Aldrich can make one which will be materially 
different from that produced by half a century of 
effort. As for a customs court, the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers, organized under the adminis- 
trative act of 1890, is one of demonstrated effi- 
ciency, while appeal to the United States Circuit 
Court affords final protection to both Government 
and importer. - 

The influence of these proposed changes on 
the quantity of revenue produced must be very 
inconsequential. Their discussion merely serves 
to divert attention from the merits of the case. 
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Somehow the man who can easily arrange his 
business affairs so that he can go to the United 
State Senate finds they prevent him from con- 
tributing anything more expensive than applause 
to the eause of good municipal government. 
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THE PHILOSOPHY OF THE NOISE. 

The Immanuel Baptist Church in Chicago has 
opened a “silence room,” where anybody driven 
to desperation may enter for an hour or two and 
get relief from the nerve-racking noises of the 
streets. 

When Mrs. Isaac Rice of New York began her 
campaign against what she called unnecessary 
noise, a great shout of laughter went up from all 
parts of the country, and the awful uproar was 
augmented by this explosion of red-blooded hi- 
larity. And the results so far in evidence go to 
show that the laughers were right. There is no 
unnecessary noise, or if there is, the vast major- 
ity like it, and won't dispense with it. This Chi- 
cago experiment will probably have no better 
success. 

The whole trouble is that in modern, up-to-date 
conditions of which we are so proud, there is so 
much more noise inside the head that those who 
suffer from it must have noise outside to corre- 
spond. The vibration theory, held by some mys- 
tics, receives a striking confirmation. The waves 
of fear, anxiety, hope, greed, etc., set up in the 
mind are and must be attuned to the undulations 
or choppy waves set going by the thousand and 
one noises of the streets, and any one who has 
any knowledge of waves and vibrations and 
tremulations will tell you that once there is har- 
mony between outer and inner, a great peace en- 
sues, a peace which passes not understanding, be- 
cause on the vibration theory we understand it 
quite well. 

The conclusion is that these unnecessary roises 
are the most necessary of all noises. The inner 
and the outer are at one. If the anti-noise enthu- 
siasts may hope for success they must quiet the 
grinding of the wheels inside the skull. As we 
slow up in the mind it is possible to slow up else- 


where.

As if to emphasize the correctness of the tariff- 
makers’ views, Mr. David Humphreys and, Mr. 
Albert Rosenthal are competing bidders for the 
contract for painting the portraits of the 17 
justices of the Pennsylvania Supreme Court. 

Something new in art is disclosed by the case. 
Information says Rosenthal bid $438.23 each, 
“gold frames and tablets” included, while Humph- 
reys has offered to do the work for $5100 even. 

Undoubtedly the State of Pennsylvania, 
tariff stronghold, took a protective, commercial 
view of the case.

A cannon ball struck it in 1646, during the siege of Cromwell's 
army and broke it in two. Since the stOne is at the bottom of a bat nt 
protruding from the top of the castle, such a rupture might endanger its 
ility were it not held firm by fron clamps connected by six-foot rods 
the top of the parapet. These rods also Serve as handles for the kissers. 
The prospective kisser lies on his back with his head toward the rock, 
a companion prepares to crouch on his feet. Throwing his arms over his 
he grasps the two upright rods and gradvally pulls himself over the 
while the companion brings all his weight to bear to prevent the feet from 
lowing the body over the wall.

Nieces Say if He Gets 
$50,000 It Will Mean Trio’s 
Claims Are True. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 20.—In a remark- 


able will contest begun before Surrogate 
Cohalan yesterday, it was charged that 
David M. Hughes, millionaire railroad 
contractor, who built the Second avenue 
“L,’' left three illegitimate sons. 

A still more remarkable feature of the 
contest that Louise Beauchamps 
who died after her husband, 


made three wilis, the Jast of which left 
to one of the sons mentioned $50,000, 
though he was not her own. 

Four grandnieces of Hughes are con- 
testing the will of their granduncle, 
and aiso that of Mrs. Hughes. They 
are Miss Maria S. Hewes, Miss Cora 
Hewes, Mrs. Emma Brown and Mrs. 
Lilly Carson, all of New Orieans. 

All parties to the contest were in 
court, including Mrs. Ciementina Grassi, 
mother of the alleged illegitimate chil- 
dren, and David Michael Grassi, the 
beneficiary of the $50,000 bequest. Mrs. 
Grassi is a gray-haired woman of smali 
stature, with hollow cheeks, but refined 
demeanor. Her son is 25 vears old. 

The young women contesting the wills 
belong to the best society of New Or- 
leans. 

Fighting for Family Name. 

They say they are contesting to free 
the family name of a stain that would 
follow them to the grave if the bequest 
to young Grassi be permitted to stand. 
They allege that either Grassi is ille- 
gitimate or he is an impostor, and if 
the bequest to him is legalized it would 
prove that their granduncle had led a 
bigamous life, which they deny. 

David M. Hughes made a fortune 
building railroads throughout the coun- 
try before the Civil War. He was a 
Southerner socially, but a Nortlierner in 
business, and when the war began found 
himself between two fires. 

Not knowing which side to take, he 
decided to absent himself from the coun 
try until the conflict was over. So he 
and his wife, who was a Miss RBeau- 
champs, a Southern belle. went abroad. 
They visited all the important capitals 
of Europe and finally took up residence 
in Nice. 

Mrs. Hughes became a fast friend of 
the late King Humbert of Italy and was 
a favorite in Italian society. She also 
became intimate with the | wealthy 
Krupp family of Germany. Several ot 
the Italian nobility she remembered in 
her will. 

Mra. Grassi Wife's Maid. 

When the Hugheses were living in 
Nice they had in their employ as maid 
Clementina Crassi, a strikingly hand- 
some Italian. Hughes’ alleged relations 
w't!. her never were made public defi- 
nitely until the hearing before Surro- 
gate Cohalan yesterday. 

Hughes died in 1886, leaving a will in 
which hs bequeathed all his estate to 
his: widow with the exception of $95,000, 
to be divided equally between David 
Michael, Louis and -ohn Grassi, sons | ( 
of Clementina Grass!. | 

He also directed that a trust fund be 
created after his widow's death for 
David Michael Grassi. The estate was 
said at that time to amount to more 
than $2,000,000. But Mrs. Hughes trav- 
eled extensively and spent lavishly. Att- 
er her death the estate was appraised 
at $400,000. 

As Mrs.Huhes began to lose her fac- 
ulties because of extreme age, _un- 
scrupulous persons plotted to get her 
wealth. When living in Washington 
she began to draw checks for charitable 
purposes that would have depleted her 
fortune in less than a year. 

She fell into the hands of a Washing- 
ton lawyer, who obtained $40,000 from 
her and then had her committed to a 
sanitarium at Riverdale, this State. 

Freed From Asylum, 

At the instance of young Grassi, An- 
drew J. Shipman applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus ang ,obtained her re- 
lease. It was about that time she made 
the will leaving $50,000 to Grassi. 
Grassi’s lawyer had Shipman on the 
stand all afternoon to prove he was not 
sincere in trying to have the will set 
aside. Shipman admitted he was coun- 
sel for the New Orleans contestants. 
He testified that in Als opinion Mrs. 
Huhes was not of sound mind when 
she made*the will which he drew.

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Henry Weidenbach Arrested at 
the Request of Cincinnati 
Police. 


CHARGE 





HE DENIES HIS 
Unable to Explain Affair Un- 
less Rival Seeks to Injure 
Reputation. 


GUILT 


Booked as a plebelan billposter, Artist 
Henry Weidenbach, renowned retouch- 
er of famous paintings, mural decora- 
tor for cathedrals and Castles, graduate 
of art schools in Munich and Duessel- 
dorf, is held in a cell at Police Head- 
quarters for the Cincinnati authorities, 
on three charges of larceny. 

He was arrested Saturday night on 
information from Cincinnati that he 
could be found at 1808 Olive street. He 
protested strongly against arrest, say- 
ing it was a plot to ruin his reputation. 
He told the police that he was a painter. 
“Bill poster’’ is the record on the blot- 
ter. 

Weidenbach says he is a native of 
Cologne and is 42 year old. He has 
every appearance of the traditional 
artist. He wears a Van Dyke beard and 
small mustache, and his garb is of the 
careless cut. 

The artist came to St. Louls from 
Cincinnati a few weeks ago. He painted 
several pictures fer the St. Louis Unit- 
versity. He carries letters of high com- 
mendation as an artist from several 
well-known churchmen. The Rev. Fa- 
ther Eugene Coyle of the old Cathedral 
and Brother C. Burke, S. J., librarian 
for St. Louis University, gave him let- 
ters commending his work in high 
terms. 

Weidenbach says he does not know 
what the charges against him in Cincin- 
nati may be, but he hints that there is 
a rising artist in that city, with whom 
he has competed for commissions, who 
wants to injure his reputation and has 
trumped up the charges. 

The artist says he found it necessary 
to borrow $175 in Cincinnati and that 
he bought a diamond ring for $60 on 
the installment plan, paying $10 down, 
but that he left the ring with the dealer 
when he found that he could not pay 
the balance when due. 


Gave Laces to Woman. 

Weidenbach says also that some fine 
laces which he gave to a woman named 
Flo Russell in Cincinnati may have 
something to do with the charges. He 
says he received some pictures for re- 
touching from a lady in Scherbourg, 
Canada, and they were wrapped in some 
soiled laces. Finding that the laces were 
very valuable, he says, he cleaned them 
and presented them to the woman. 

It is understood bv the police that 
wealthy citizens of Cincinnati have 
missed rare laces from their homes and 
that Weidenbach is said to have done 
retouching and mural work in the same 
residane+e , 

Thefts Amvounted to Thousands, 

Accu ding to the Cincinnati police the 
vatue of tre articles which Weidenhach 
is alleged to have stolen amounts to 
many thousands of dollars. Many ar- 
ticles of value, it is said, have been re- 
covered. Ainong these are 50 yards of 
rare old point lace, valued at $6 a yard; 


Ta monstrance, property of Louis Foucar, 


$1000; a diamond ring, $300; two tace 
dresses, owned by Mrs. Harry M. Levy, 
$200 each. The dresses are 200 years 
old, 

Many other pieces of lace, various ar- 
ticles of jewelry, crosses worn by 
priests, rich souvenirs of shrines, mon- 
asteries and cathedrals, and even toilet 
accessories of costly make are includ- 
ed in the goods recovered. 

The police allege that W'eidenbach 
Was a frequent visitor to pawnsheps. 
Many of the articles were recovered 
from these piaces. 

It is said that Weidenbach was en- 
gaged to marry a wealthy and beautiful 
widow living in Detroit, and the police 
believe he sent her many of the treas- 
ures which he ig accused of stealing. 
tective Kuhfers left there Tuesday 
tion papers for Weidenbach's return, 

Weleenbach says that in Germany he 
studied under Prof. Lucanus, the 
world’s greatest retoucher. The pris- 
oner is said to be one of the most 
skillful retouchers in the world. 

He says that he has retouched paint- 
ings valued at nearly half a million 
dollars. Much of his work has been in 
cathedrals and costly residences. 

Weidenbach has made a specialty of 
Biblical scenes in his original work. He 
says he has commissions in St. Louis 
for several pleces of work in churches 
and expects to return here to execute 
the commissions after he goes to Cin- 
cinnati and proves that he is innocent 
of all charges. 

The artist expresses perfect willing- 
ness to go to Cincinnati without requisi- 
tion when the Ohfe officers come after 
him.

BENEFACTOR; WILSON, STUPID 


“Government Crop Report Is a 
Joke—Except to Those Who 


Believe It,” Says Dealer. 
ST. LOUIS, APRIL 19, 1909. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As a cash-wheat handler—that is, one 
who buys and sells the actual grain, in 
contradistinction to the pit trader who 
deals in futures only—I feel it my duty 
to protest against the current condemna- 
tion of James A. Patten of Chicago, who 
is erroneously supposed to be running a 
corner. 

While it is improbable that Patten has 
been inspired in his market motives by 
an emotional consideration for his fel- 
low countrymen, at the same time, to 
every trader familiar with conditions, he 
must be regarded as a benefactor. 

Misled by the stupid conclusions of 
Secretary Wilson in regard to the last 
year’s crop, fully 90 per cent of the 
trade was bearish. Patten, however, 
was on the other side, and placed the 
price at a level that precluded exhaus- 
tion through exportation. And to his 
position and gameness is due the fact 
that flour is not now selling at $20 per 
barrel or over. Had the bears had their

way, the foreigners would have had our 


wheat, and we would have been under 
the necessity of importing from Canada 
and Argentina, and, possibly, back from 
Europe. 

In respect to Secretary Wilson, it is 
evident that he has been confounded by 
the developments and in his chagrin is 
attempting to switch the blame to Pat- 
ten. Many well-informed and conserva- 
tive traders regard his methods of ac- 
quiring information as altogether imper- 
fect; others go so far as to hint that 
his figures are made in Wall street. 

In support of the latter suggestion, it 
is urged that the Government crop re- 
ports from the panic month of October, 
1907, down to the estimate of last March, 
when he placed the wheat reserves at 
143,000,000 bushels, present themselves 
now, in the light of undeniable data, as 
a series of astounding fabrications. Wit- 
ness, in this connection, his estimate of 
the corn crop of 197, something over 
2,600,000,000 bushels, or, the second lar- 
gest in history. 

It was a joke—except to those who be- 
lieved it. It broke many. Last summer 
cash corn sold for months on the St. 
Louis Exchange at over 8) cents a 
bushel, or, at the highest prices in a 
generation.
